Con d ition s were sufficien tly fav­ 
orable d urin g September, the d e­ 
partm en t said , to boost total pro­ 
d uction prospects on e per cen t d e­ 
spite a slight d rop in the com esti- 
mate. The total crop volume is in ­ 
d icated a t 131 per cen t of the 1923- 
32 base, secon d on ly to last year’s 
137 per cen t. 


Con trols In d icated 
This may be the last year for 
some time, how’ever, th a t crop pro­ 
ruction approaches this year’s lev­ 
el. W ith surpluses m oun tin g in the 
case of cotton , corn , wheat, oilseed s 
an d some lesser crops, the govern ­ 
m en t is preparin g to take action to 
red uce output n ex t year. 


Tliis year’s huge output is d ue to 
fairly large prod uction of m ost in ­ 
d ivid ual crops, ra th e r than record - 
breakin g prod uction of a few. On ly 
rice an d tree n uts promise record 
prod uction , while corn an d soybean s 
will be n ear record .

The well-worn excuse of “ na tiona l 
security,” vzhich is brought forth 
every time tl.ere is a n effort to get 
a t the bottom of wha t ha s been 
ha ppening in the defense depa rt­ 
ment, is trotted out a ga in. Na tiona l 
security will be fa r more enda ngered 
i.f Congress is not a llowed to lea rn 
the truth. 
The America n people wa nt the 
a nswers to the questions which ha ve 
been ra ised, for exa mple, by a perti­ 
nent section of Admira l Ra dford’s 
testimony which, in the midst of so 
ma ny other interesting sta tements, 
did not get wide a ttention when 
first ma de. Admira l Ra dford sa id in 
his ca refully prepa red sta tement; 
"Through the entire yea r 1948 the 
Secreta ry of Defense 
(FoiTesta l) 
a nd the Na vy Depa rtment were giv­ 
en the impression in a ll officia l 
presenta tions 
of

We lea rned a bout the 
Air Force pla n for a dditiona l pro­ 
curement by rea ding the morning 
newspa pers of tha t da te.

held with Mr. Forresta l tha t morn­ 
ing. it is my strong belief tha t this 
wa s a lso the wa y he lea rned a bout 
this ma jor shift in the procurement 
progra m of the a ir force. , . 
“ The precipita te a ction of the 
Air Force in Ja nua ry 1949 pla ced 
Mr. Forresta l a nd the Chief of 
Na va l Opera tions, m a member of 
the Joint Chiefs of Sta ff, in the 
difficult a nd a noma lous position 
of either going a long with the Air 
Force pla ns ci of repudia ting them 
a fter they ha d been a nnounced to 
the public a nd to the a ircra ft in­ 
dustry.” 


This is a stra nge wa y for “ uni­ 
fica tion” to opera te. Who in the 
Air Force took the a ction referred 
to a nd why wa sn't the la te Secreta ry 
of Defen. e Forre.sia l informed? 
There ha s been much ta lk a bout 
"unifica tion" a nd how the Air Force 
ha .s been the lea ding a dvoca te of 
tha t policy. But it turns out tha t 
the Air Force not only did not tell 
its sister service wha t wa s going 
on but took a ction on its own. Hero 
is how Admira l Ra dford expresses 
it! 
"Summa rizing the history of ths 
b -36, I telieve tna t the Air Force 
ha s ba sed the need for la rge num­ 
bers of this pla ne on unila tera lly 
determined milita ry requirements. 
They ha ve done so without proper 
coordina tion with the other services 
a nd a gencies which a re equa lly in­ 
terested in a n3 responsible for na ­ 
tiona l security. 
They ha ve pro­ 
cessed a pprova i of the procurement 
progra m by a ccelera ted^ procedures 
which ha ve prevented a dequa te re­ 
view. They a re spending more tha a 
a billion dolla rs before a full eva l­ 
ua tion ha s been ma de of the tests, 
informa tion, a nd studies which bea r 
on its employment in comba t.

Wha t Were Accelera ted Procedures? 
Wha t were these “ a ccelera ted pro­ 
cedures” ? There is one report tha t 
the 
resea rch 
a nd 
development 
Doa rd. which ha d previously a p­ 
proved or disa pproved procurement 
proposa ls from the sta ndpoint of 
scientific eva lua tion, wa s delibera te­ 
ly by-pa ssed by extra ordina ry a nd 
unprecedented 
instructions 
from 
Secreta ry Johnson. Whether or not 
It wa s he who wa s responsible for 
this. The fa ct rema ins tha t the 
boa rd wa s not given the oppor­ 
tunity to pa ss on the wea pon. 
The procedures behind the scenes 
a re a ma tter of public concern. 
They should not be kept from the 
public for rea sons of expediency or 
to cover up blundering. It is not 
a question of “ security,” though it 
Is ea sy enough to cry’ “ na tiona l se­ 
curity” when it is desired to sup­ 
press a nything in government now­ 
a da ys. This is the oldest trick la 
the long history’ of invisible gov­ 
ernment a nd burea ucra cy, 
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Peanuts and Welfare 
T 


Union. Bra nnon wa s therefore not 
supported by a ny of the powers of 
the fa rm lobby: a nd the potent 
Pa itn Burea u Federa tion a ctua lly 
led the envenomed a tta ck upon him. 
Since Bra nna n ha d a i'O ma de the 
rema rka bly foolish mista ke of fa il­ 
ing to consult a ny of the Congres­ 
siona l fa rm lea ders, the Bra nna n 
bill wa .s shortly sunk without tra ce. 
After 
considera ble 
comedy, 
the 


H o u .sc pa .^>ed the Gore bill, gua ra n- 
ueeting the fa rmers a fla t 90 per 
cent of the mythica l pa rity, which 
simply mea nt promising pa rticula rly 
la rge a nd entirely rigid fa rm sub­ 
sidies. The Gore Bill ma de no men­ 
tion of controls. Titus the fa rmers 
were to be stimula ted 
to over- 
prmiuce bv high, rigidly gua ra nteed 
prices, with no further restrictions 
tha n the controls of the old 1938 
fa rm la w. 
In the Sena te. Secreta ry Bra n- 
na n’s predecessor. Sena tor Clinton 
Ander.son of New Mexico, then of­ 
fered still a nother bill, providing 
for subsidies on a sliding sca le from 
75 to 90 per cent of pa rity, a ccording 
to the conditions of fa rm production 
a nd of the economy. Aga in no fur­ 
ther production controls were in­ 
cluded. 
Sena te 
Ma jority 
Lea der 
Scott Luca s none the less got behind 
the Anderson bill, together with the 
a dministra tion’s other Congression­ 
a l chiefta ins. 
The Anderson bill 
looked like a modera te compromise, 
a nd a ll seemed to be in order—until 
the key vote on the a mendment 
by Sena tor Russell of Georgia , re­ 
storing the 90 per cent pa rity pro­ 
vision of the House bill. 
This vote wa s even, thirty-seven 
to thirty-.seven. which would ha ve 
killed

a mendment. 
But the 
a mendment wa s dra ma tica lly .sa ved, 
when Vice-President Ba rkley ca st 
his ba llot for Sena tor Russell. The 
immedia te results were decide<11y 
ba d rela tions between Sena tor Lu­ 
ca s a nd the Vice-President, plus a 
determined effort by the a dminls- 
’ 
tra lion lea ders to get the Russell 
a mendment stricken out a ga in. 
Sena tor Luca s, presuma bly a cting

Everything is grist to their ideologi­ 
ca l confusions which keep them 
moving from thing to thing. It 
seems tha t every problem must 
ha ve a speedy a nd expensive solu­ 
tion. Toda y, let us ga ze a t the grea t 
debt they owe to Cha rles Beda ux, 
efficiency engineer, drea mer, tra itor 
who committed suicide under de­ 
tention to a void tria l. Beda ux, ori­ 
gina lly a Frenchma n, wa s a na t­ 
ura lized America n who developed a 
grea t business a s a n efficiency en­ 
gineer. He wa s a rema rka ble ma n, 
but ca me a cropper when he tried 
to ma ke the Duke of Windsor a sort 
of pa tron sa int of la bor in Na zi 
Germa ny a nd in the United Sta tes. 
I ha d met Beda ux a nd liked him 
very much. He ha d millions of novel 
idea s, some of which pa id off. His 
ba sic economic philosophy seems to 
ha ve been a dopted by Ha rry Tru­ 
ma n a nd Leon Keyseriing. These 
a re Beda ux’s words; 
" . . . Whether country or ma n, 
one ca nnot ha ve money owed to 
him, refuse to lend more, refuse to 
buy, a nd insist on selling to the 
debtor with the expecta tion of being 
pa id in gold. Tlie best tha t ca n be 
done is to give. There is no other 
wa y . . .” 


To give is the current fisca l 
a nd politica l policy of the gov­ 
ernment of the United Sta tes. 
It is policy to give even if one 
does not wa nt to ta ke. It is now 
pla nned to give to Henry Wa l­ 
la ce’s Point Four Fiji Isla nders, 
not a bottle of milk, but ca sh 


for President Truma n, a ctively dra ­ 
gooned the fa ithful into line. Sen­ 
a tor Anderson ma de one or two con- 
ce.ssions in his bill, to win a vote 
here or there. The word "shorn” 
wa s removed, for exa mple, from the 
cla uses governing subsidy pa yments 
on wool.

Nor wa s such a n expla ­ 
na tion needed. It wa s quite clea r 
tha t the President ha d ra ther be­ 
la tedly decided which scheme wa s 
the best politics, a nd ha d torpedoed 
his Ma jority Lea der in order to do 
wha t wa s politica lly expedient. 
The situa tion ha s been so roiled 
up tha t a ny prediction of the out­ 
come ha s become foolish. One point 
ha s a lrea dy become very clea r, how­ 
ever. If the i? rea t decisions of the 
Welfa re Sta te a re to be ta ken in 
this 
hugger-mugger, 
politics-a nd- 
propa ga nda - ridden 
ma nner, the 
Welfa re Sta te will run into trouble 
before it is even esta blished.

He conceived the 
wonderful idea of pla nting pea bu^a 
in Africa a nd building a pipeline 
a cro.ss the Sa ha ra Desert, throug’n 
which to bring pea nut oil to the 
Na zis. Tha t the pipeline would a lso 
ca rry wa ter a nd thus ma ke the 
building of the Tra ns-Sa ha ra n ra il­ 
roa d 
possible 
wa s 
incidenta l 
to 
bringing pea nut oil to the Germa ns. 
"When Beda ux wa s a prisoner of the 
FBI, he ma de the point tha t he 
wa s rea lly .serving the United Sta tes 
beca use he wa s diverting Germa n 
steel from, wa r purposes to pea nut 
oil. In fa ct, he figured tha t by 1S4S 
he ought to be piping out 250,000 
tons of pea nut oil a yea r—a n enor­ 
mous supply of edible fa t.

Several thousand specialists in 
diseases of eye, ear, nose and throat 
frcMH ail parts of the country and 
swne foreign nations are attending 
the 54th annual conclave which 
continues through FYiday. 
'The eye specialists commented 
that many persons seeking medical 
aid are advised to wear glasses bus 
numerous women fail to do so for 
fear that, glasses wiU detract from 
their charm. The official statement 
said: 
"Their attitude is summed up la 
the bit of doggeral perpetrated by 
Dorothy Parker in 1926 that *mea 
seldom make passes at girls who 
wear glasses'.” 
The doctors admit that "such a 
ba.scless ol^ervatlon can be excused 
perhaps on the basis of its humor 
and appreciated as such.”
